RECEIPT OF FREEDOM OF INFORMATION ACT REQUEST 

Dear Mr. Pfeiffer: 

This letter acknowledges the receipt of your February 26, 2019 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request. You requested copies of the current training and information guidance materials for 
workers and volunteers at the Bradbury Science Museum including those materials providing 
talking points and information on the exhibit categories and thematic areas of the museum. 

Your request was received in this office on February 26, 2019. 

It is the practice of the National Nuclear Security Administration, in accordance with the 
Departmental policy, to process FOIA requests in the approximate order of the date received by this 
office. Your request is out for a search for the responsive record(s). A number of requests received 
prior to yours are pending, and your request will be processed in turn. We will make every effort to 
respond to your request as quickly as possible. Please note that for fee purposes, “unusual 
circumstances” as defined in the Open Government Act of 2007 occur, as there is a need to search 
for or collect records from facilities geographically separated from this office. We estimate that we 
will not be able to provide responsive records in 20 working days, as we need more time to 
complete the search, review the record(s) for release, and prepare a response to you, as some 
requests, depending on the volume of records, the complexity of the search, and/or the sensitivity of 
the subject matter, require additional time to complete. Reformulating or otherwise narrowing the 
scope of your request may result in a quicker processing time. 

In your FOIA submission, you agreed to pay fees up to $30 for processing your request, but you 
also asked to be categorized under the “educational institution” fee status. We will process your 
request under the “educational” fee status and will notify you if the fees exceed $30.00.
